There are two fairly simple 
methods of eradicating nut 
grass. 
This grass Is a perennial with und­ 
erground bulbs and 
root 
stocks. 
Food material is stored in the bulbs 
and also In the root stocks. When 
the top is destroyed by hoeing, the 
food reserves are at 
once 
drawn 
upon and another set of leaves is 
forced up to the light. Whenever 
green leaves are allowed to appear 
above ground the plant Immediately 
begins to store up more food 
re­ 
serves. If. therefore, th# plants are 
cut at frequent intervals, at least 
once a week during the active grow. 
Ing season, cutting just under the 
surface of th# ground and before the 
leaves appear, the reserve food m a­ 
terials w ill become exhausted and 
the plant# will die. This Is a thor­ 
oughly 
practicable 
eradication 
method and Is 
the 
simplest 
one 
known to the writer. 
Or, if the patch is large enough to 
plow, plow the ground after - it is 
well dried out in early summer.

VORACIOUS DENIZENS OF THE WATERS 


BY ARTHUR N. PACK

There are several insects which 
kill fish. They spend m ost of their 
lives in w ater, underneath stones 
or debris, or hiding In the m ud on 
the bottom of a pond aw aiting the 
com ing of their prey. 
The best known is the 
w ater 
tiger, a long slender, ferocious c rea ­ 
tu re w ith curved, sharp 
pointed, 
hollo*- Jaws w ith which it pierces 
Its victim and sucks the blood or 
juices into the mouth. 
It is the younger stage of tile w a­ 
te r beetle, an o v al-flattened, sm ooth 
Insect whose long hind legs are 
fringed w ith stiff h airs and used 
like oars. 
Both adult and 
young 
of

group ere fierce and voracious, con­ 
sum ing great quantities of aquatic 
form s of life. T he large It and p er­ 
haps 
the 
m ost 
destructive 
fish- 
kilting Insects are the giant w ater 
bugs: there are true sucking bugs 
attain in g a length of nearly three 
inch et. 
The pow erful hind legs are fla t­ 
tened and oar-like for sw im m ing, 
the front ones curved and fitted fur 
Seizing and holding their prey. 
One of thee# bugs will a ttack a 
fish three or four tim es its own
